U.S. Army charity could 
be giving more to help 
troops, critics say 

Associated Press 

FT. BLISS, Texas As soldiers stream home 
from Iraq and Afghanistan, the biggest char- 
ity inside the U.S. military has been stockpil- 
ing tens of millions of dollars meant to help 
put returning fighters back on their feet, an 
Associated Press investigation shows. 

Between 2003 and 2007 — as many military 
families dealt with long war deployments and 
increased numbers of home foreclosures — 
Army Emergency Relief grew into a $345 
million behemoth. During those years, the 
charity packed away $117 million into its own 
reserves while spending just $64 million on 
direct aid, according to an AP analysis of its 
tax records. 

Tax-exempt and legally separate from 
the military, AER projects a facade of 
independence but really operates under close 
Army control. The massive nonprofit— funded 
predominantly by troops— allows superiors 
to squeeze soldiers for contributions; forces 
struggling soldiers to repay loans— sometimes 
delaying transfers and promotions; and too 
often violates its own rules by rewarding 
donors, such as giving free passes from physical 
training, the AP found. 

bounded in 1942, AER eases cash 
emergencies of active-duty soldiers and retirees 
and provides college scholarships for their 
families. Its emergency aid covers mortgage 
payments and food, car repairs, medical bills, 
travel to family funerals, and the like. 

Instead of giving money away, though, 
the Army charity lent out 91 percent of its 
emergency aid during the period 2003-2007. 
Eor accounting purposes, the loans, dispensed 
interest-free, are counted as expenses only 


WHERE DOES THE MONEY GO? 

What does Army Emergency Relief do with 
its retained wealth? Mostly, it accumulates 
stocks and bonds. AER ended 2007 with a 
$296 million portfolio; last year’s tanking 
market cut that to $214 million, by the 
estimate of its treasurer.

when they are not paid back. 

During that same five-year period, the 
smaller Navy and Air Eorce charities both 
put far more of their own resources into aid 
than reserves. AER executives defend their 


operation, insisting they need to keep sizable 
reserves to be ready for future catastrophes. 

“Look at the stock market,” said retired 
Col. Dennis Spiegel, AERs deputy director 
for administration. Without the large reserve, 
he added, “We’d be in very serious trouble.” 

Make no mistake: AER, a normally 
uncontroversial fixture of Army life, has 
helped millions of soldiers and families. Last 
year alone, AER handed out about $5.5 million 
in emergency grants, $65 million in loans, and 
$12 million in scholarships. Despite the extra 
demands for soldiers busy fighting two wars. 


AER’s management says it hasn’t felt a need 
to boost giving in recent years. 

But the AP encountered considerable 
criticism about AER’s hoarding of its treasure 
chest. Smaller civilian charities for service 
members and veterans say they are swamped 
by the desperate needs of recent years, with 
requests far outstripping ability to respond. 

Most charity watchdogs view one to three 
years of reserves as prudent. Yet the American 
Institute of Philanthropy says AER holds 
enough reserves to last about 12 years at its 
current level of aid.

Howard Learner, president of the Chicago- 
based Environmental Law and Policy Center, 
a group promoting a Midwest high-speed rail 
network, said his area is in excellent position 


to capture a good chunk of that money The 
Eederal Railroad Administration, he said, has 
recognized the Midwest initiative connecting

miles as the system most ready to go.

U.S. Sen. Roland 
Burris was interviewed 
by federal authorities 
Saturday as part of 
the ongoing corrup- 
tion investigation into 
charges that former 
Gov Blagojevich tried 
to sell the Senate seat Burris

cal profit, according to sources familiar with 
the talks. 

Burris has denied engaging in any trad- 
ing for the post. But in testimony to state 
lawmakers and in response to reporters’ 
questions, the senator has offered an evolv- 
ing narrative over whom he contacted and 
what he did to secure the appointment by 
Blagojevich. 

His accounts have resulted in a perjury 
inquiry by prosecutors in Springfield and a 
Senate Ethics Committee investigation, as 
well as agrowing chorus of calls for Burris’ res- 
ignation. The White House has urged Burris 
to use the weekend to mull his political fate. 

Burris has given no indication that he plans 
to step down. He left his home on Sunday 
without comment.

A potentially explosive legal battle has been 
launched in federal court, with the Spanish 
firm that sells Pop Rocks candy filing suit 
against a Niles sweets maker for infringing 
on its trademarks. 

Zeta Espacial is accusing Imaginings 3 — 
which according to its Web site sells candies 
ranging from Box of Boogers to pacifier- 
shaped suckers— of capitalizing on its brand 
by selling a carbonated candy product called 
Rock’N’Pop, according to the lawsuit. 

Zeta’s lawsuit alleges the Niles firm’s fizzy 
candy name “blurs and whittles away at the 
distinctiveness and identity-evoking quality” 
of Pop Rocks. 

Pop Rocks, according to General Mills’

In addition to having a “domes- 
tic relationship” with Henry, Goings also 
acted as her attorney. Area 3 Det. Lt. Denis 
Walsh said in a news conference Sunday eve- 
ning.

Goings had acted as Henry’s attorney in a 
legal dispute with Curry, according to court 
records. 

Goings had stalked Henry in the past, 
and she had taken out an emergency order 
of protection against him, but had not made 
it permanent, Walsh said. 

Henry and her daughter were found shot 


to death in her South Loop townhouse on 
15th Street Jan. 24 after family members vis- 
ited the home because they could not reach 
Henry by phone, police said. 

Police would not describe the dispute that 
led to the killing beyond that it was domestic 
in nature. And police would not say whether 
Goings meant to kill Ava Curry 

“The baby was shot. Whether his inten- 
tion was to shoot the baby is for someone 
else to decide,” Walsh said. 

Goings was arrested just after 10 p.m. in 
the 9600 block of South Prairie Avenue, 
where he had been visiting a relative in the 
area, and arrested him as he tried to enter his 
vehicle, police said. He was arrested without 
incident, but “He has not cooperated with 
authorities,” Walsh said.

Lasagna envy, turkey damage control 
are all in the family for these chefs 

By Mindy Yahr 

Just about everyone has memories from family dinners— good, bad and ugly 
While a great meal can be memorable, a great meal shared with family or friends 
is often unforgettable. Maybe that’s why restaurants around town are starting to 
offer new family-style options with dishes portioned for groups and meant to be 
passed and shared. We checked in with a few chefs to get the lowdown on what 
to expect— and to find out what family dinners really mean to them. 



THE PUBLICAN 837 W. Fulton Market 312-733-9555 
When: 5 p.m. Sundays Cost: $45 per person 

Every Sunday since this Fulton Market spot opened in October, chef 
de cuisine Brian Huston’s been serving a four-course family-style 
dinner. Meals include salad, fish and meat courses portioned for 
sharing among your own party. Desserts are served individually. 
Recent dinners have featured dishes such as Cape Cod black bass 
with leeks, oyster mushrooms and fingerling potatoes, and whole 
roasted Swan Creek Farm pig with cannellini beans and salsa verde. 
The regular menu isn’t available Sundays, but you can still order 
oysters or pork rinds from the bar menu. 

Once a month, Sunday dinner is served with pairings ($20) from 
a featured brewery. Next up: Three Floyds Brewing Co. on March 1. 

In addition to Three Floyds brews, they’ll be pouring Banana 7-Inch, 
a beer collaboration between executive chef Paul Kahan and the 
Three Floyds brewers. 

» Family dinners with chef de cuisine Brian Huston: 

What were family dinners like when you were growing up? 

My mom’s staples were minestrone soup and yellow chicken. Mom 
went back to school when I was in high school, so I took over a lot of 
the cooking. That was kind of the early seed for me. 

What’s your favorite memory from a family meal? 

We always have a family turkey bowl on Thanksgiving, and this year 
it went into overtime. I asked my parents to check on the turkey. I 
lost the game and went home to see the turkey out on the stove. I 
tested the temperature and saw that it had shot up to 205 degrees. 

It needs to be 160 to 170. 1 freaked out and ripped it open like I was 
cracking its chest to cool it down. I’m 30 years old and my dad had 
to send me to my room.

Executive chef-owner Joncarl Lachman wanted to 
create a relaxed, homey atmosphere one night a week 
at his Boystown BYOB, so two weeks ago, he launched 
a three-course family dinner. The centerpiece is always 
a whole fish, a salad and Home Bistro’s popular truffle 
fries. If you’re not into sharing with your tablemates, a 
$29 three-course prix-fixe menu (any appetizer, salad 
and entree from the regular menu, surcharges apply 
for some dishes) is also available. 

» Family dinners with executive chef Joncarl Lachman: 

What were family dinners like when you were 
growing up? 

My parents are from the Netherlands, so family dinners 
were giant heads of cabbage and ham. I didn’t enjoy it. 

I grew up in Philly in an Italian neighborhood and my 
friends’ mothers were making lasagna. 

What do you remember most from that time? 

I remember going to other kids’ houses for dinner. My 
house was embarrassing. Kids didn’t want to come 
over. I just remember kids avoiding our cabbage-filled 
house.

The last Sunday of every month, Rob and Allison Levitt 
transform the dining room of their Bucktown BYOB, creating 
two large communal tables where a five-course meal (the 
only option for the evening) is shared among strangers. 

All meals at the Levitt’s locavore paradise are based on 
seasonal ingredients from local farmers, and those farmers 
often attend the family dinners to talk about their work. Rob 
butchers animals in house, and since the dinners launched in 
fall, offerings have centered on whole hogs and geese. 

» Family dinners with chef-owner Rob Levitt: 

What were family dinners like when you were growing up? 

I feel like I am the last person who sat down and ate dinner 
with my family six nights a week. The big thing for us was 
that Mom cooked. It wasn’t anything fancy, just spaghetti, 
meatloaf or hamburgers. But she made it. We didn’t have 
microwaves making dinner. 

And now? 

The saddest part about opening a restaurant is that [Allison 
and I] never cook at home. We used to go to the Green 
City Market together and cook for each other. The way we 
cooked ... has evolved into what the restaurant has become.

Remember that one night at band camp? Brett Dennen does. The 29 -year-old singer-songwriter discovered 
his love for music there and hopes to reach a large fan base while touring behind his latest effort, “Hope for 
the Hopeless.” Dennen is often compared to John Mayer and Jason Mraz, singers who have praised Dennen’s 
music. Dennen spoke recently about them, and his music. 


You discovered your love for 
music at camp. Tell us about 
that. 

Being there as a kid, I idol- 
ized my counselors, especially 
the ones who played guitar, 
and I thought if there’s any- 
thing I wanted to be, it’s a 
camp counselor, specifically 
one who played the guitar. 

And that’s also what sort of developed 
my love for the folk singers because we 
played Neil Young songs and Paul Simon 
songs. 

How would you describe your sound? 

I would start by saying it’s in the folk, 
singer-songwriter genre. Some of the 
other things you might hear in there are 
some world music, specifically, and I’m 
just a really big fan of African music, a big 


fan of Brazilian music, and 
so I think I let a little bit of 
those influences get in. As 
well as some rock and some 
other Western music but I 
think it’s rooted in the singer- 
songwriter, storytelling folk 
music. 

Mow’d It feel to have the likes 
of John Mayer and Jason Mraz praise your 
music? 

It always feels good when someone 
appreciates your music and it feels really 
good when it’s a fellow musician just 
because musicians are usually really criti- 
cal. And it feels even better when it’s a 
musician that you like, or a musicians you 
respect. So having guys like Jason Mraz or 
John Mayer, not only be into the music, 
but also vocally supportive of it is great. 


And I’ve worked with Mraz on a song 
and John Mayer has even had me come 
on tour with him, and I’ve supported him 
in a couple different fashions on tour and 
he’s said incredible things about me in 
the press— having that support is amaz- 
ing and it’s incredible.

It’s more about reaching lots and lots 
and lots of people. And if I can do that 
through radio, I would love it. ... I think 
if I continue to do what I’ve done— play 
shows, connect with people one-on-one 
and let everything else around do the 
same— I think I can get to the place I 
want to get to, which is playing for thou- 
sands and thousands of people every 
night on tour, all over the world.

Mickey Rourke was the sentimental favorite, but 
Sean Penn walked away with his second best-actor 
Academy Award on Sunday 

“ybu commie, homo-loving sons of guns,” 
quipped Penn, whose portrayal of slain gay-rights 
pioneer Harvey Milk in “Milk” beat out Rourke’s 
role as “The Westler,” “I did not expect this and 
I want it to be very clear that I do know how hard 
I make it to appreciate me often,” 

Penn’s was one of few surprises during Sunday’s 
ceremony which saw “Slumdog Millionaire” load up 
on the statuettes, winning eight Oscars including 
best picture and best director for Danny Boyle, 

A story of hope amid squalor in Mumbai, India, 
“Slumdog” came in with lo nominations, “Just to 
say to Mumbai, all of you who helped us make the 
film and all of those of you who didn’t, thank you 
very much. You dwarf even this guy,” Boyle said, 
Penn’s award was a big win for the gay rights 
movement in California, and he called out those 
who voted for the state’s ban on gay marriage, “It 
is time for those who voted for the ban on gay 
marriage to sit and reflect,” he said, “We’ve got 
to have equal rights for everyone,” 

Dustin Lance Black, the screenwriter for “Milk” 
and a fellow winner, also addressed gay marriage 
and growing up gay when he accepted his trophy 
for original screenplay 


“When I was 13 years old my beautiful moth- 
er and my father moved me from a conserva- 
tive Mormon home in San Antonio, Texas, to 
California, and I heard the story of Harvey Milk 
and it gave me hope,” Black said, “It gave me the 
hope to live my life,” 

Other awards went as expected, with Kate 
Winslet winning best actress for “The Reader” 
and giving another in her long list of elegant 
acceptance speeches, 

“I’d be lying if I said I haven’t made aversion of 
this speech before,” she said, “I think I was proba- 
bly 8 years old and staring into the bathroom mir- 
ror, and this would have been a shampoo bottle. 
Well, it’s not a shampoo bottle now” 

Penelope Cruz, accepting the best supporting 
actress award for “Vicky Cristina Barcelona,” said 
she was surprised, 

“Has anybody ever fainted here? Because I 
might be the first one,” she said, although she has 
won several other awards for the role. 

The family of the late Heath Ledger accepted 
his Oscar for playing the Joker in the Chicago-
